ities to Put Up Sign Posts 


The cyclers of Rock county intend 


enforcing 
the law 
regarding guide 


boards. There are but 'few up in this 
county, and town officers may be fined 
as per section laws of Wisconsin, 


The law provides that the, chairman 


of each town shall cause to be erected 
at the intersection within his town of ail 
main traveled roads with other estab- 
lished roads, Suitable guide boards giv- 
ing direction and distance from 
the 


point of such intersection to adjoining 
or important towns, and shall keep~in 
repair all guide boards so erected, the 
expense of erection and repairs to be 
paid from the treasury of the town. 
And every such chairman who shall 
neglect to erect or repair any such guide 
board after ten days' notice in writing 
has been personally given him, stating 
that no such board has been erected or 
that it is out of repair! shall for each 
month that elapses after said ten days, 
and each instance of such neglect for 
such time, forfeit five dollars, one-half 
to the person making the complaint 
and the other half to the school fund.

INCOME OF A KING. 


The Knbnka of Uganda Has Smallest In- 


come. 


Probably there Is no monarch living 


an.!, nominally at any rate, ruling a 
large kingdom who .has so small an in- 
come as has the "katmka," or king, of 
Uganda, who receives an annual sum 
of £650 from the British government. 
Actually, of course, Uganda is a British 
possession, and is administered entire- 
ly by British officials, under the con- 
trol of the foreign office, but in name, 
at least, the kabuka Is still the ruler of 
the country. The king is only quite a 
boy at present, and so soon as he at- 
tains his majority, on the completion 
of his eighteenth year, he will have his 
allowance increased to £1,500 a. year, 
no mighty allowance on which to 
maintain the 
dignity of a reigning 


monarch. 
In addition to this annual 


pension the king of Uganda has receiv- 
ed from the British 
government a 


grant of 350 square miles of land as a 
private "garden"—surely one of the 
most extensive gardens to be found 
any where in the world. This system of 
granting land to the leading natives 
has been very' largely adopted by the 
British In Uganda, and all the king's 
family, together with 
the 
principal 


chiefs of the various tribes, have re- 
ceived tracts of country ranging from 
16 to 50 aquare miles, for their own 
particular .use. In connection with thia 
annual allowance to the king of Ugan- 
da' it is interesting* to note, the fact 
that at the present time the British 
treasury is providing pensions for sev- 
eral other'dusky monarchs and"theii 
relatives. Among these are the sultan 
of Zanzibar, one or two rulers of minor 
Indian native states, the ex-king ot 
Benin, and ex-King Prempeh of Ash- 
a.nti, in addition to relatives of Ceta- 
wayo of Zuzuland, Thebaw of Bui-mall 
and the late lamented Lobergula ot 
Matabelelaad.—Golden Penny Maga- 
zine.

Statistics show that 25,000,000 peo- 


ple in the United States are members 
of some church.

one-third of -the population is nomi- 
nally Christian, and the other two- 
thirds so 'thoroughly invested with 
Christian influences as to make the 
nation the highest type of a Christian 
nation.

indifference,

Is it not posible that the .Christian, 


home is responsible to a large degree 
for the lack of growth, as well as for 
the lack of interest in the church? 
The children come up in the home 
and go out into life, in very many in- 
stances with no 
thought 
and but 


very little regard for 
the 
church 


and invest themselves in a' cloak of 
morality that says "I am as good as 
any cnurch member," and if they are 
ever brought into the church it is 
by some superhuman effort that bor- 
ders on the miraculous. There is a 
weakness in many Christian homes 
that is responsible for this indiffer 
ence. 
Next to the home the church 


is the most sacred spot on earth, and 
is so regarded by all Christian people 
And yet in many homes the church 
loses its sacredness by treatment 
•worse than neglect. The pastor if 
not popular is the target for all sorts 
of criticism, the music if not artistic 
is,a subject of ridicule, the member- 
ship is gone over with a fine toothed
